JohiiKon Ap|H*ars About to R«‘|M*at at 
the Polls His Great Victory of 
the Primaries 


With but a few days left for the . 
campaign, all parties are putting in 
the last and best licks to bring about ' 
a victory. That Hiram Johnson will 
win a victory as remarkable as he 
did at the primaries is as certain as 
any political forecast that can he 
made. While it is true there will be 
some knifing of the head of the re¬ 
publican ticket, the same is true of 
his opponent. 

There is evidence to show that the 
remnant of the old “push” forces is 
working hard to elect the democratic 
candidate for lieutenant governor, 
having given up hope of electing Bell 
over ohnson. Wallace, the republi¬ 
can nominee for lieutenant governor, 
has been the victim of particularly 
vicious attacks while Tim Spellacy is 
recognized as a good fellow by the 
saloon men and their associates and 
is receiving their undivided support. 
The strategic importance of the lieu¬ 
tenant governorship is what appeals 
to the anti-progressive element 
Even with a progressive legislature 
and a clean governor they could seri¬ 
ously hamper a progressive program 
if they had control of the appointing 
power over the senate committees. 

Tlie ('oiiiity Contests' 

Practically the entire state ticket 
will be swept into office along with 
Hiram Johnson. The county ticket 
will also be elected almost intact. 
District .Attorney Fredericks, on 
whom the strongest fight has been 
made, seems to be in less danger of 
defeat than some others. Fredericks 
and llammel, w’ho, with Hartwell, 
represent about all that is left of the 
old machine crowd on the county 
ticket, have a strong personal follow¬ 
ing. This will probably save them, 
for they will undoubtedly attract a 
considerable vote from the demo¬ 
cratic machine element. 

F'or judicial positions there prom¬ 
ise to be a number of close contests. 
For the supreme court Sloss should 
undoubtedly be re-elected. Melvin, 
his running mate on the Republican 
ticket, is undoubtedly preferable to 
Bledsoe and is just as acceptable as 
Lawlor. Neither Melvin nor Lawlor 
is an ideal candidate, though they 
are of vastly different type. 

For the superior court the three 
positions for the full term will prob¬ 
ably be divided between Craig, Fin- 
layson. Wood and Stephens. All are 
good men. Stephens though a demo¬ 
crat will undoubtedly receive many 
republican votes. 

Over in the Independent nomina¬ 
tions column there are two judicial 
positions to be filled, with two can¬ 
didates for each. These have noth¬ 
ing to do with the regular party 
nominations and should not be over¬ 
looked. Both are for nnexpired va¬ 
cancies, having been created after the 
date for making party nominations. 
So a voter can vote his party ticket 
straight and still express a choice for 


LIGHTING RATE TO BE CX T I

Beginning January 1 the rate for | 
electric lighting in Sierra Madre will 
be cut twenty per cent. Assurance 
of this fact has been given by Dis¬ 
trict .Agent Neelands of the Edison 
company to the Board of Trade com¬ 
mittee appointed to see what could 
be done in the way of securing lower 
rates. The present rate is tw’elve 
and one-half cents per kilowatt hour 
and this will be reduced to ten cents. 
The cut will be particularly welcome 
during the period of long evenings 
and late sunrises when bills for juice 
have a habit of mounting skyward. 
The committee made an effort to 
have the reduction made effective at 
an earlier date, but without avail. 
The committee in charge of the mat¬ 
ter was composed of Messrs. N. W. 
Tarr, J. D. Mackerras and J. J. Hart.

The other position in the Inde¬ 
pendent column is for an unexpired 
term in the Superior Court, Paul J. 
McCormick and Dana R. Weller being 
the opposing candidates. Judge Mc¬ 
Cormick, who is well knowm in Sierra 
Madre, is now filling the place by ap¬ 
pointment and should be re-elected. 

The Const It iitioiial Amendments 

More puzzling to the average voter 
than the large ballot is the column 
of constitutional amendments and 
other propositions at the extreme 
right of the sheet. A little light on 
them may not be amiss. Amendment 
No. 1 is designed to separate state 
and local taxation by turning over 
the taxing of public service and 
other corporations entirely to the 
state. Real estate and other forms 
of property will then be subject to no 
state taxes. The evils of the present 
operations of the state board of 
equalization will be removed and the 
corporations will pay taxes on their 
gross incomes instead of on a prop¬ 
erty valuation. This will especially 
affect the express, telegraph and tele¬ 
phone com))anies with little tangible 
property which can be assessed under 
the present system. The amend¬ 
ment should be adopted. 

.Amendment Number 11 is to abol¬ 
ish the taxation of mortgages alto¬ 
gether. The argument urged in its 
favor is that the tax in present prac¬ 
tice is simply added to the interest 
rate w'hich the borrower is made to 
pay. The amendment seems hardly 
necessary in view of the fact that 
lenders and borrowers now have 
freedom of contract to determine 
which of them shall pay the taxes. 
The mortgage interest is undoubtedly 
a property interest and should be 
taxed as such. It Is also claimed that 
the amendment as drawn would not 
accomplish w'hat is intended. 

Amendment Number .“16 is de- 
, signed to permit judges of one county 
to call to their assistance judges 
from another county to help them if

MANY DEER KILLED 

The deer season which closed Mon¬ 
day was somewhat remarkable for 
the number of deer killed in this 
vicinity. More were brought down 
from the mountains than for years 
previous. Probably not less than for¬ 
ty w'ere killed by Sierra Madre men, 
not to mention those killed by hunt¬ 
ers from other places who came to 
these mountains 

Doubtless one reason for the kill¬ 
ing of such a li.’ge number within a 
few miles of Si 'ra Madre is the fact 
that hunters have been allowed to 
shoot on the McNally property 
around the Halfway House. In other 
years this land has been posted with 
“No Shooting” signs and hunters 
have been kept out pretty rigidly. 
More deer have been killed in the 
Little Santa Anita than in any other 
one district this year. Manager Beard 
of Orchard Camp announces his in¬ 
tention to post the property again 
next year. 

Philip Carter, Billie Wright and 
Norman Morrison were among those 
who brought down bucks within the 
last few days of the season. All se¬ 
cured their game in the Big Santa 
.Anita. The editor secured nothing 
but a huge appetite and a small gold 
collar button. The latter he found 
on some other hunter’s trail about 
79 miles (so it seemed) up Winter's 
Creek Canyon between Mount Wil¬ 
son and Hoegee’s Camp. If the loser 
of the collar button chances to read 
this he can secure his property by 
applying to the editor who would like 
to have a good look at another man 
foolish enough to travel up or down 
that particular canyon. 

To prevent extermination of the 
deer a good many hunters are favor¬ 
ing the shortening of the season or 
the entire prohibition of killing them 
for a jieriod of several years. W ith 
the season closing so late as Novem¬ 
ber 1 the deer become very bold dur¬ 
ing the last three or four weeks, 
about the beginning of the breeding 
sason. They also come down among 
the oaks as soon as the acorns begin 
to fall, making it comparatively easy 
to get a shot at a buck. As a result 
more deer are killed during the final 
w'eeks of the season than during all 
the preceding time. 


DR, FOX AT 

MEN’SBANOUET 

SHOWS “PLACE OF FLMPHASIS” 

Po])iilai‘ Pasadena Pastor Speaks at 

Men’s Banquet at the Congre¬ 
gational Church 

Talking to a gathering of sixty 
representative men at the Congrega¬ 
tional church last evening Doctor 
Daniel F. Fox of Pasadena scored a 
distinct hit with his address on “The 
Place of Emphasis.” Doctor Fox is 
a speaker of rare ability and much in 
demand. It was only because of his 
long standing friendship for Rev. J. 
M. Campbell, pastor of the local 
cuhcrh, that he was secured for the 
occasion, the demands upon his time 
being so numerous that he has had 
to temporarily cut out all engage¬ 
ments outside of his regular work. 

In opening his address Doctor Fox 
referred with deep feeling to his fif¬ 
teen years of association with Doc¬ 
tor Campbell in the Chicago min¬ 
istry.

“There was some disposition In the 
Interior and Southern California to 
balk at first at the proposition to tax 
the State $5,000,000 for the benefit ot 
the San Francisco fair,” says the ' 
Fresno Republican, “but that oppogi- j 
tion is disappearing as the facts are , 
better understood. Simply as a busi- I 
ness proposition, the fair will benefit 
all California and every industry and : 
locality in it. It will cause the ex | 
penditure within the State of at least 
$50,000,000, out of which directly or | 
indirectly, each taxpayer is pretty cer ! 
tain to get back at least his share ol : 
the $5,000,000 State tax. San Fran- 1 
cisco will of course receive the major ! 
portion of the money. The total j 
amount to be raised for the fair is 1 
$17,500,000, of which San Francisco j 
is to furnish $12,500,000, and 23 per { 
cent of the remaining $5,000,000, or j 
$1,150,000. San Francisco will thus 
pay in all. $13,615,000, while the rest 
of the State will pay $3,885,000. San 
ftaaelMa wtU pay Marly four dollars 
Mt of avary flva. Cwtalaly at least 
one dollar in five of the resultant bene 
fit will reach the rest of the State. 

“The money is divided as follows: 
The citizens of San Francisco have 
subscribed $7,500,000. The city of San 
Francisco is to be bonded for $5,000.- 
000. And the whole State, including 
San Francisco, is to be taxed $5,000,- 
000 more, in four yearly installments. 
As San Francisco pays 23 per cent of 
the State tax, it will pay $1,115,000 of 
this last $5,000,000, and all of the other 
two amounts. It is estimated that the 
State tax will be approximately 50 
•Mts <Mi MCh tlOOt of aasesged valua¬ 
tion, which will not be an Intolerable 
burden to anybody. 

“The $5,000,000 to be contributed 
by the State is to be under the control 
of a State Commission, to be appoint¬ 
ed by the new Governor, next Feb¬ 
ruary. The interests of the State are 
guaranteed by every precaution in the 
bill which Controller Nye and other 
cautious men could suggest. Of course, 
if the fair is not held there will be no 
tax, and if the fair should pay the 
State will get back part or all of the 
money. 

“These facts and figures, it would 
seem, meet all the objections that 
have been suggested against the pro 
posed State aid, and if they are gen¬ 
erally understood the tax will doubt¬ 
less be authorized by the voteri.”
